M. Stefanovitch, aide to Kosta Fo- 
titch, Yugoslavian delegate to the 
League of Nations, who flew here to 
interrogate the suspects after their 
arrest. 


Carried Forged Passports. 


The men, who carried forged pass- 
ports, gave their names as Ladislas 
Benes and Jaroslav Novak. There 
was some doubt as to their nation- j 
ality but it is believed both were 
born in sections of what is now Yu- 
goslavia. 


Kalemen was chosen by lot to

PUMPKINS AND SQUASH NEED 


PROPER STORAGE 


Pumpkins and squash can be kept 
easily all winter if a few simple 
rules are followed.

Handle the crop carefully 
so that the fruits are not bruised, 
and leave the stems attached to 
the fruits.

MANAGE BEES RIGHT TO 


PREVENT ROBBING 


Idle bees become racketeers. After 


the honey flow is over and the bees 
Have no work to do in the fields they 
spend their time trying to 
steal 


honey from each other. 
-If the beekeeper works with the 
bees at such times he must exercise 
great care to prevent robbing. When 
the combs are exposed for * just a 
few minutes robber bees will fly to 
them and steal the honey, or if 
honey is spilled on the ground rob- 
bery will start immediately and the 
apiary will soon be in : state of con- 
fusion. 
• After the honey now is past, work 
with the bees just as little as pos- 
sible and preferably in the late af- 
ternoon. Also, be careful that no 
honey is spilled. If combs must be 
taken out of the hives they should 
he placed in an empty super and

When the idea of such a gift was 


broached to Crown Prince Umberto 
he gladly accepted but stipulated 
that he should be' privileged to draw 
the design for the cradle. The crown 
prince is an exquisite conoisseur of 
art and he personally supervised the 
redecorations of the royal palaces 
in which he has lived. 


For the cradle he chose an empire 


design. The whole thing is of tor- 
toise shell and silver and gold. On 
a solid base'• of elongated exagonal 
shape rises in the center, harp-like, 
a. double horned support for the 
cradle 
which is suspended 
and 
swinging. 


Naples has also chosen to com-

IF IT IS TRUE that the Bible is 


'the Book of Books", "the one in- 
comparable book", the book most 
generally quoted in the great ora- 
tions and debates of all times, the 
book which has saturated the best 
literature with its quotations or al- 
lusions, we ought to know our Bibles, 
for purely literary reasons 11 for 
no higher. 
With its quotations in 


37 of Shakespeare's plays, with Ten- 
nyson's poems quoting the 
Bible 


nearly 300 times, Longfellow's 330 
times, John Ruskin 5,000 times and 
others of the makers of our literary 
classics in similar proportion, how 
can one be said to be well educated 
who is ignorant of God's divine li- 
brary of 66 books? 


How Understand The Bible 


The Ethiopian to whom Philip was 


sent in the desert of Gaza was read- 


ing from the prophecy of Isaiah 
when Philip confronted him with 
the question, "Understandest thou 
what thou readest?" 
His reply, 


"How can I, except someone shall 
guide me?" is a reply with which 
most folk will f hid much sympathy. 
We often hear that the Bible is dif- 
ficult if not impossible to under- 
stand. The Ethiopian, reading that 
great foreshadowing of the cross of 
Calvary found in Isaiah's fifty-third 
chapter confessed his ignorance as 
to "whether the prophet was speak- 
ing this of himself or of some other". 
But he understood it clearly when 
Philip, "beginning from this scrip- 
ture, preached unto him Jesus". Un- 
derstanding came when the Holy 
Spirit who guided Philip to the place 
in the desert also guided him in the 
Interpretation of the scripture.

"spoke from God, being moved by 
the Holy Spirit", so that they may 
say of themselves that they are 
"inspired of God", it is the first es- 
sential of theiir study, that we seek 
the guidance of the same Spirit who 
in the beginning inspired them.

times, John Ruskin 5,000 times and 
others of the makers of our literary 
classics in similar proitortion, how 
can one be said to be well educated 
who is ignorant of God’s divine li- 
1 brary of 66 books? 
How Understand The Bible 
The Ethiopian to whom Philip was 
sent in the desert of Gaza was read- 


ing from the prophecy 
of 
Isaiah 
when Philip confronted him with 
the question, “Understandest thou 
what thou 
readest?” 
His reply, 
“How can I, except someone shall 
guide me?” is a reply with which 
most folk will find much sympathy. 
We often hear th a t the Bible is dif­ 
ficult if not impossible to under­ 
stand. The Ethiopian, reading that 
great foreshadowing of the cross of 
Calvary found in Isaiah’s fifty-third 
chapter confessed his ignorance as 
to “whether the prophet was speak­ 
ing this of himself or of some other”. 
But he understood it clearly when 
Philip, “beginning from this scrip­ 
ture, preached unto him Jesus”.

Emergency Relief 


Employees Must 
Keep Oat Of Politics 


Employes of the Emergency Re- 


lief or the RWD must not use their 
positions to coerce other employes to 
vote in any particular manner on 
election day, according to a bulletin 
received today from Eric H. Biddle, 
Executive Director. 
The bulletin 


which is self-explanatory, follows: 


Commonwealth Of Pennsylvania

Inasmuch as we arc approaching 


the fall elections, it is important to 
re-emphasize the fact that the. Re- 
lief Administration, in granting re- 
lief to applicants, is not concerned 
with the political affiliations of 
any person applying for relief. Re- 
lief is granted solely on the basis of 
the economic .need of the individual 
without reference to politics, relig- 
ion, race or membership in jvny or- 
ganization with which a relief ap- 
plication may be identified. 


Employment on the administra- 


tive staff of the relief administra- 
tion must be on the basis of quali- 
fication for *e job solely. 


Employees of the Relief Adminis- 


tration shall in no way use their of- 
ficial positions in attempts to con- 
trol political movements and snail 
not engage in political activities 
that 
In any way interfere with 


the effectiveness and integrity of 
relief operations. 


No employees shall take part in 


the solicitation of funds to further 


the candidacy of any 
person 
or 


party. While employees r.re as free 
as any other citizens to contribute 
to any political party or candidate, 
the State Relief Administration will 
not directly or indirectly in any way 
be a part to the solicitation of polit- 
ical contributions from employees of 
State and Local Relief Administra- 
tion or from relief recipients. 


The State Relief Administration 


has no interest in the manner in 
which employees vote. Employees 
will, of course, vote as they deem 
best. They shall refrain from any 
discussion with relief recipients to 
vote for any candidate or party. 


Any relief employees who may run 


for political office whether national, 
state, or local, must resign. 


These rules shall apply to fore- 


men, supervisors, time-keepers, and 
other 
supervisory 
personnel 
on 


Work Division projects as well as to 
all other administrative personnel. 


Employees are hereby notified 
that a rigid adherence to these reg- 
ulations, both in spirit and practice 
is insisted upon, and any infraction 
thereof will subject the employee to 
summary dismissal.

White made the statement after 
Finance Director Hoyland had ask­ 
ed: “Can we pay for electrict light 
and give it to someone else.” By this, 
he evidently meant 
furnish 
free, 
light. White replied: “I do not know j 
how to answer that question but i t , 
Is not a question of law.” 
For years the county commission-1 
ers have rented room in five of the j 
city fire houses for voting purposes. 
They have paid $10.00 for each house 
each voting day. The firemen clean 
the houses and the money has been 
paid to those who do the work. 
Recently council 
c o n s i d e r e d 
whether or not the city should have 
the money turned 
into the city 
treasury, instead of being paid direct 
to the firemen. 
On August 27, it was decided that 
the money paid by the county com­ 
missioners should be paid as rent 
to the city treasurer and it was ap­ 
parently the intention of council to 
designate to whom the treasurer 
should pay the money for cleaning 
fire houses after elections. 
Nothing was done and some of the 
money is now in the treasurer’s of­ 
fice. Today Safety Director Davies! 
said he would like to have colleagues 
state their opinions. Finance Direc­ 
tor Hoyland remarked 
that 
the 
money had been turned over to the 
city as rent. 
He said in his mind there is a 
question whether the city can give 
it to the firemen, to which Safety 
Director Davies remarked that the 
city should have made a definite 
decision last August relative to the 
money. 
Solicitor Robert 
White advised 
that “you cannot appropriate money 
to be distributed to someone else. 
You must pay direct.” 
“How about the electric energy?” 
asked Finance Director 
Hoyland. 
“We should get something for the 
room and light. We have never been 
paid for it.” 
“It is a question of policy” White 
informed Hoyland, after which Hoy­ 
land asked “How can you pay for 
light and give it to someone else?” 
White told him he could not an­ 
swer the question but advised that 
it was not a law question and adder?: 
“Council is the sole 
judge 
of 
whether they will waste or 
save 
money. No one can stop you fr<1m 
wasting money. The only thing the 
controller can do is to put an article 
in the newspaper. If it is illegal the 
city controller can hold up 
pay­ 
ment,” said White. 
He said that “the firemen are em­ 
ployed by you and you can pay 
them.” 
“They are on the city’s time 24 
hours a day” remarked Davies. 
“You can increase employes pay 
but not elective persons” White ad­ 
vised. 
White told council "this is not a 
question of the amount involved but 
rather a question as to what is the 
best thing to do.” 
“They clean 
the 
rooms” 
said 
Mayor Mayne. 
“There previously was no red tape 
but there will be in 
the 
future” 
warned Davies. 
“Every man who took the money 
made himself liable to prosecution” 
White stated. 
Davies then told of the agreement 
between the city and county com­ 
missioners by which the county was 
to have the use of the rooms. 
“This council is not responsible 
for the mistakes of past councils” 
Mayor Mayne stated. 
Davies promised to furnish col­ 
leagues with the names of the men 
to whom the money belongs for work 
done in the past.

censes. Some are persons who have 
not previously held Pennsylvania 
licenses; others are former drivers 
who allowed their permits to lapse 
for several years. 
Records of the Highway Patrol 
show th at three driving examina­ 
tions are given for every 
two 
li­ 
censes issued. During August, a 
typical month, patrolmen conducted 
tests of 33,735 applicants, passing 
22,198 and rejecting 11,537. 
The totals of both the examina­ 
tions conducted and licenses Issued 
this year are considerably ahead of 
1933 figures. In eight months, end­ 
ing August 31, patrolmen conducted 
164,875 examinations as compared 
with 119,091 for the same period last 
year. 
In six months, ending Sep­ 
tember 30—the first half 
of 
the 
1934-35 operator's license year—the 
bureau of motor 
vehicles 
issued 
122,735 licenses to qualified learners 
as compared with 90,347 in the same 
period last year. 
While the total of newly licensed 
operators this year exceeds the cor­ 
responding totals of the previous 
two years, the 122,735 aggregate at 
the end of last month 
was less 
than the three years, 1920 to 1931, 
inclusive. 
The record for the pe­ 
riod was established in 1929 when 
169,865 operators were licensed in 
six months taking driving tests. 
Despite the fact that 20,000 are 
able to qualify for licenses monthly, 
new drivers constitute only a small 


percentage of all operators licensed 
in Pennsylvania. 
For every person 
who holds a license issued this year 
on the basis of a learner’s permit, 
there are 15 who renewed licenses 
they held last yeear and in prev­ 
ious years. Of the 2,117,886 persons 
now holding Pennsylvania licenses, 
1,995,151 renewed previous licenses 
and 122,735 qualified after operator’s 
examinations.

Ex- 
cept for the usual changes of level 
due to the gravitation action of the 
sun and moon, called tides, there 
are three other causes of waves— 
wind, changes of barometric press- 
ure, and sudden movements of the 
sea bottom (seismic waves.)" 


In making an analysis of the 


ocean conditions during the periods 
of destruction the institute will 
co-operate with the United States 
coast and geodetic survey.

through Hungary’, for “Peti” was the 
modern Robin Hood of this small 
nation. 
Hero of the shockers, Peti Lilliom 
died. . . . in prison. 
Crime never pays, despite the fact 
that it was done in the interests of 
the poor people in the district in­ 
fested by Peti and his gang of Pub­ 
lic Enemies No. 1 of Hungary. 
Peti, a mild mannered man in his 
late eighties, had spent 56 years of 
his life in jail. 
But in those years of freedom, 
w’hile he plundered through the 
length and breadth of Hungary, he 
was never known to steal from a 
poor person. Most of the proceeds 
from his countless raids went to the 
poor people of the neighborhood. 
Beginning as a cow’puncher, the 
first one heard of Peti wras the time 
he rode off with a huge herd and 
never returned to the Hungarian 
! ranch where he was employed. 
Peti sold the herd and pocketed 
the money, later distributing it to 
the poor that he knew. 
During the height of his career as 
Hungary’s Public Enemy No. 1 he 


kept the Bakony Woods district in 
terror as head of the notorious Sav- 
any gang, a position which he held 
for several years.

Ex- 
cept for the usual changes of level 
due to the gravitation action of the 
sun and moon, called tides, there 
are three other causes of waves- 
wind, changes of barometric press- 
ure, and sudden movements of the 
sea bottom (seismic waves.)"

ocean conditions during the periods 
of destruction 
the institute will 


co-operate with the United States 
coast and geodetic survey.

It was 
indicated at Eeed's office that the 
information would go to Washing- 
ton within a few days.

upon to pay to Insure payment of 
old age pensions to their employes. 


Chief among the contentions of 
the carriers is their charge that 20 
per cent of their employes who are 
covered by the "social legislation" are 
white-collar workers who are not en- 
gaged in interstate commerce work 
and are not therefore subject to na- 
tional legislation.

tutionality of the railroad retire- 
ment act was questioned again In 
the District of Columbia supreme 
court Thursday by a group of 150 
railroads. 


In a prior attack on the act, which 


the railroads say will cost them $60,- 
000,000 a year for the first five years, 
with gradually, increasing costs, Jus- 
tice Letts held that because of the 
small amount of money that would 
be assessed against the individual 
carriers, there was not a sufficient 
showing of "irreparable" injury to 
entitle them to a preliminary in- 
junction. 


In the present case the railroads 


are seeking a temporary injunction 
which would Have the effect of fore- 
stalling payment into the United 
States treasury of the amount of 
money each carrier is to be called 
upon <to pay to insure payment of 
old age pensions to their employes. 


Chief among the contentions of 
the carriers is their charge that 20 
per cent of their employes who are 
covered by the "social legislation" are 
white-collar workers who are not en- 
gaged in interstate commerce work 
and are not therefore subject to na- 
tional legislation.
